As visit- 
iting Carnegie professor of Interna¬ 
tional Relations in the winter school 
of the College Count Sforza will de¬ 
liver a series of lectures on the fol¬ 
lowing topics: “The Responsibili¬ 
ties of the World War," “The 
Truth about the Chinese Revolu¬ 
tion," “Have We a Crisis in De¬ 
mocracy," “The Future of Democ¬ 
racy."

Count Sforza will conduct round \ 
table conferences on present politi-1 
cal problems in Europe and will j 
meet with students and faculty mem- • 
bers at formal and informal gather¬ 
ings, including the International Re¬ 
lations Club. 

After leaving Rollins Count 
Sforza will lecture at Wesleyan Uni¬ 
versity, Middletown, Conn. He is 
a frequent eontributor to American 
periodicals on the subject of Inter¬ 
national affairs, and a member of 
one of the oldest families of Italy. 

Count Sforza will give the Tues¬ 
day evening, lecture on Tuesday 
evening, Jan. 29th at 8 o’clock in 
the Congregational Church. 

Dr. Holt Illustrates Talk 
On “Topsy Turvy” Japan 

Topsy-turvy Japan was vividly 
portrayed to a capacity audience at 
the Congregational Church Tuesday 
evening, January 22, when Presi¬ 
dent Holt exhibited his collection of 
Japanese lantern-slides painted by 
Japanese artists. His entertaining 
explanations of the slides were 
punctuated by informal reminis- 
ccnscs of his own experiences in Ja¬ 
pan where he was one of the twenty 
foreign visitors to have an audience 
with the emperor that year. Dr. 
Holt, who is one of the founders of 
the Japan Society of America, was 
made an Officer of the Sacred Treas¬ 
ure of Japan in recognition of his 
work in the field of World Peace. 

After a violin solo, “Meditation" 
from “Thais" played by Miss 
Gretchen Cox with Herman Sie- 
wart at the organ, Dr. Holt opened 
his address as follows: 

“A hundred years before Romu¬ 
lus and Remus founded Rome, if 
they did found Rome, the first Em¬ 
peror of Japan ascended the throne. 
Her unbroken succession of one hun¬ 
dred and twenty-four emperors is 
the longest in history, while Japan 
herself, has taken her place among 
the five leading nations of the world. 

“The Japanese put the state above j 
everything. You could not conquer 
Japan unless you first killed all her 
male population. And she has two 
aims: First, to make herself im¬ 

pregnable to aggression by the

WORLD FAMOUS GENIUS 
PREFERS WINTER PARK 


Noisy Broadway would be sur¬ 
prised to hear that one of its best 
known dramatists does not get his 
inspiration from its bright lights. 
Percy Mac Kaye in speaking of Win¬ 
ter Park confided—“People seem to 
combine work with play here. This 
is a very beautiful place.

When I am away from New 
York I like to find peacefulness and 
quiet." It was evident from the 
way he spoke that the beauty of 
Winter Park would have its influence 
felt in future works of the well- 
known poet and dramatist.

CARL DANN, GOLF CHAMP 
BEATS NATION’S BEST 


Shooting the most spectacular golf 
seen on the St. Augustine course in 
recent years, Carl Dann, Jr., fresh¬ 
man, beat Harold Weber, of Toledo, 
five times Ohio state champion, by 3 
and 1 last Saturday to claim the 
trophy in the national champion¬ 
ship of golf club champions. 

Our celebrated “Rat" went 
through the entire tournament in 
even fours, including one round at 
75, his highest score. Against Web¬ 
er in the finals he played dazzling 
golf, shooting three par five holes 
in birdies. 

In the semi-finals Dann eliminated 
Jock Cattell, 17 year old Jackson¬ 
ville municipal links champion, who 
had won the qualifying medal and 
until he met Dann mowed down all 
oppositions. Cattell bowed 6 and 4 
before Carl’s steady, resourceful 
game. 

Experts covering the tourney fin¬ 
als point out that Dann has a splen¬ 
did physique for the game and a 
beautiful golf swing as well as the 
ability to play all the shots. They 
predict that he will travel far in 
the golfing world. 

Late Stetson Spurt 

Again Nips Tars 19-18 

In a bitterly fought battle which 
was only decided by a free throw in 
the last minute of play, a fighting 
Tar five went down in defeat, 19-18, 
after outplaying their ancient rival, 
Stetson, for three quarters of the 
game. 

The Tars showed a complete re¬ 
versal of form after the crushing 
setback administered them the night 
before at DeLand. During the first 
three periods they outplayed Stet¬ 
son by a wide margin, but accurate 
long range shooting in the last quar¬ 
ter turned the tide for the visitors. 

After several minutes of scoreless 
the ice with a free throw. The ad- 
plav at the outset Stetson broke 
Captain Zoller put Rollins ahead 
with a short shot.

Here Rollins took time out and 
shortly after play was resumed a 
pretty shot from the side of the 
floor gave Stetson the lead for the

any aspiring writer might read care¬ 
fully. *T prefer doing most of my 
writing at night. There is such a 
sac redness to night time. Often I 
take a long walk in the evening, 
collect all my thoughts then come 
home and write and write, some¬ 
times until dawn. I seem to have 
the w T orld all to myself with no one 
to bother me, no telephone to an¬ 
swer, 1 ' There is something that any 
young author may consider. 

His expressive dark eyes glow'cd 
as he mused further, "I usually 
write by the fireplace for a fireplace 
holds a fascination for me. It is 
the center of civilization. Elemen¬ 
tal fire as old as history will last as 
long. Fire is alw T ays different and 
amusing to watch. It lets me think 
and throws light on many new' ideas. 
I especially love to put out the lights

His physical fitness may he ex¬ 
plained by his statement: ”1 like 
to take long walks over the hills 
and through the woods with my pipe 
as a companion. I am very fond of 
tennis and plan to play much here 
in Florida, I will also play golf 
and try to become more fond of the 
game.” 

*T am indeed thankful to Pres¬ 
ident Holt for my opportunity of 
teaching my poetry and drama 
classes here in Winter Park, My 
classes have been well chosen by 
Hamilton Holt and although I have 
not become very well acquainted 
with the individual students as yet, 
I find them as a group most interest¬ 
ing and capable.

"Japan is a country which does 
everything differently. Her after- 
dinner speeches come before dinner. 
Her books start at the last page. 
Her people are happy after mar¬ 
riage instead of before. Her drums 
beat up instead of down. She des¬ 
troys her burning buildings with 
grappling hooks instead of throwing 
water on them. She builds her 
houses around the matting instead of 
procuring matting to fit her bouses, 

"The Japanese are great lovers of 
nature. They arc supreme garden¬ 
ers and are expert in the cultivation 
of trees and shrubs* Their iris, wis¬ 
teria, and chrysanthemums are mat¬ 
ters of national pride. Again their 
unusual procedure is shown in the 
fact that they strive to make their 
gardens appear natural, while in 
reality they must be artificial in ev¬ 
ery detail, 

"The Japanese have a philosophy 
of flower arrangement that is su¬ 
perb. It takes a Japanese woman 
two years to learn to arrange flow¬ 
ers properly. The only decorations 
in a Japanese house consist of a vase 
of flowers, a picture, and nn orna¬ 
ment. The proper execution of the 
'Tea ceremony” requires three years 
for mastery. In art, the Japanese 
artist must make every stroke of his 
brush perfect. There can he no go¬ 
ing over or rubbing out* In archi¬ 
tecture they achieved one building 
so perfect that it was necessary to 
turn one column upside dt>w r n, lest 
the gods be jealous.
